of 
this legume are raised there, as 
well as the usual crops of 
corn 
and cotton. 
In the past, the 
hay 
w as cut and cured in the common 
way. 
They are 
now, 
however, 
new methods which do aw ay with 
the old. 
H arvesters now go into the field 
any time after the hay 
is 
tall 
enough to cut, without regard to 
m aturity, and gather 
the 
crop 
w ith a harvester. 
There is little 
loss to a hay crop as the h arvest­ 
er elevates the hay to the trucks as 
soon as it is 
cut. 
T rucks 
and 
trailers haul the green hay to 
a 


mill w here it is unloaded into an 
elevator, then shredded for 
a l­ 
falfa meal. 
The mill carries the 
shredded 
hay into a blast furnace w here in ­ 
tense heat rem oves all the mois­ 
ture from the feed.

then 
run through a h am m er mill 
and 
sacked for the national 
m arket. 
So fine is the best grade of

falfa m eal that a whole load of 
hay can be put into three sacks.
